But, Mr. President, T say that if coercion 


were right, it is impossible. I say that no 
man can doubt that if it be attempted 
against one of the seceding Slates, all the 
slaveholding States will rally to the aid of 
their sister ; and the idea that,you can coerce 
eight, or ten, or fourteen, or fifteen of (he 
States of this Confederacy when standing in 
a solid body, is preposterous-. I acknow- 
led that you may make .1 civil war which 
will produce immense disasters in both sec- 
lionsoi'the country: 1 acknowledgethatyou 
can inllict immeasurable evils and great ca- 
lamities upon both the contendingsections: 
but as to supposing Unit cither one could 
subdue (ho other so as to place it under its 
yoke, and impose its laws upon it, i do not 
enteitain the idea for an instant.

coast: that is. by a blockade which should 
collect the customs anil do nothing more.— 
Where would tlie ships come from to block- 
ade thcvihole Southern coast ? And how 
could they effect their pill pose under this 
C'onshtnhon, unle-M, indeed, they intend 
loviolnteil? 
"Whore would be then-judge", 


their inspectots, their appraisers, their col- 
lectors? Wheie would they exercise their 
functions? 
On shipboard? That would be 


impossible. 
"Would j c u transfer the cargo 


of the ship lo another jmi I ol a collection 
district in anothei State, nhich li.id not se- 
ceded? Why. sir. the cargo would nol be 
wanted thcie. How in regard to the com- 
merce of the South during thatpciiod?— 
You can lay no duty u_pon exports. They 
would foi bid their people, under penalties, 
to send commodities by ony but foreign bot- 
toms : they might foi bid tbe people, by 
penalties, from consuming any goods which 
thcv did not manufacture themselves-, or 
import from abioad : and thus you would 
lo.so your most v.dnnblo customers in tlie 
carrying trade, and the most profitable con- 
sumers of yonr manufactures. 


And what would you get in leiurn?— 


Would tlie customs that you Urns collected 
pay the expenses of the. blockade? It is 
manifest they i\ould not. The blockade, 
to be oft'celuo.1. would have to be r, blockade 
of war. in uhich you prevented vessels from 
going either out or in ; and is it to bo sup- 
posed that foieign nations would allow this? 
Is it to bo presumed that Great Britain, 
which has millions ol human beings whoso 
very existence depends upon cotton, thai 
the,ni eat interests of civilization would al- 
low this "mud material ol human indushy 
to be (bus shut up and denied fo them ?— 
Why, sir. it is not to be supposed for n mo- 
ment. There,arc'other powers which would 
prevent such a blockade, in addition to the 
resistence which might be expected IVom the 
section that it was attempted thus to coerce. 


I say, then, Jlr. President, that it is idle 


to think of coercion. You may. if you 
choose, if such be your feeling, inllict evils 
by waging civil war: but will you inflict 
more on others than you will receive in re- 
turn? Will you be benefited by the opera- 
tion when you come to sum up its rcvulis 
and effects? 
I think not. But suppose 


you could 'ticceod—I put the question 
to you now—suppose you had succeed- 
ed 
according to your utmost wishes; 


suppose you had conquered the South ; that 
you had subjugated tho entire section; that 
you had reduced those States to the condi- 
tion of dependent 
provinces, how then 


would you exercise your power? Would 
you apply your doctrine, that there can be 
no property in slaves ? In that community 
of eight or nine million white- men and 
four million slave, would you turn them 
loose together, and sot tbe slaves free?— 
Would you repeat the experiment ol' the 
Biitish West Indies—of tho Island of Ja- 
maica? Would your people stand by and 
seo the cultivated fields return to the bush, 
the white man being gradually reduced to 
the level of tlie negro, and the negro re- 
mitted and restored to his primitive condi- 
tion of barbarism ? Would tbe great inte- 
rests of civilization arid humanity permit 
such a result? Would your own interests, 
your manufacturers, your ship owners, agree 
to it? 
Sir, it i.s not to be supposed that 


such a thing would be. permitted; and what 
then would be the result ? You would have 
to" main tain the social system; you would 
have to recognise property in slaves; and 
what would follow from that ? ] f you rec- 
ognise property'in'slaves, you must cause' 
fugitive slaves to be restored. If you recog- 
nise a property that is under the jurisdic- 
tion of your Governmen t, you must protect 
it; and if you. do protect it, you must pun- 
ish persons who attempt to make raids 
tipon it, -and to incite servile insurrections. 
And, sirs, if you oncc_commit yourselves to 
the duty of protecting it; throughout all 
these conquered States you would find that 
it followed, as a necessary consequence, 
that you must protect it wherever you had 
the exclusive jurisdiction. .What, then, 
would become of your dogma, of excluding 
it from tlje Territories? What' would be 


the effect of such an experiment? 
You 


pen them up until there comes to be a sur- 
plus population in the old States ; you pen 
Up the negroes, and say the negro shall not 
move, but the white man may. What is 
the effect of that? The white man docs 
move when the wages of labor are low ; the 
negro remains and gains the preponderance 
in population until you give him the best 
part of the continent, and remove the while 
man lo the worst. Could such an absurdity 
as this be tolerated, Mr. President? No. 
sir ; not for a monenl. 


Then, if you would be forced to accede to 


all these things, if you succeeded accoiding 
to yonr wishes, and conquered and subdued 
us, after a bloody and harassing civil war, 
why not doit beforehand, when it would 
save the Union ? Why not do it now, when 
it would avert all those calamities ? Why 
not a vail yourselves of the present opportuni- 
ty, when you may do so without the dread- 
ful inconsistency which will bo charged 
upon you, when you miry bo forced to do 
these very things after you have carried on 
this cniehiiid hara.ssing and distressing sys- 
tem of civil war? 


I say, then, Mr. President, that it i.s im- 


possilile to coerce the Southern Stales, if 
you were to a t t e m p t to do so. If'you bad 
the constitutional right to do so, it would j „' 
be impossible.

Tho First Secessionist. 


The first- disunion speech over made in 


the United .stiites flonso of Pepre.>cntstives 
was by Josiah Quincv, of Massachnsols, in 
regard to the'Louisiana enabling act, Janua- 
ry 14, 1811. He said: 


" I am compelled fo declare it as my de- 


liberate opinion that if this bill passes the 
bonds of tiii> Union are virtually dissolved; 
that the States which compose it arc free 
from their moral obligations, and I b a t a s t d 
will be ttte rir/lUof all, so it williethr ttvti/of some 
to prf/wre 
definitely for a separation—amicably 


if tltcy can, vivle.ntly if they must." 


This same Josiah Quiiicy is yet alive, 


and, despite his advanced age, is one of the 
most radical and extreme Abolitionists in 
Jsew England, and is for coercing those who 
nre acting on the doctrine which ho enun- 
ciated in liis youthful manhood. 


Another State Gone. 


- On Saturday week, the State Convention 
of Georgia passed her ordinance of secess- 
ion by a vote of 208 to SO. This makes five 
States which have seceded from the Union. 
•The work of disintegration is gradually and 
purely going on, and two separate, sectional, 
-antagonistic confederacies will soon replace 
the glorious Union, unless some method of 
'compromise is agreed upon.

•the Union more firm. Now is the time for 
jthe! people to speak 'out, and not to permit 
jhe moral .effect of their opinions to be cles- 
iro3-ed by tho efforts of wire-working poli- 
ticians, whose ambition nnd selfishness 
Jcnows no such word as patriotism.
